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Bush goes to work 


Baker appointed future secretary of state

President-elect George Bush, 
barely pausing to savor his election 
triumph, began building a “brand new 
team” for his incoming Republican ad- 
ministration Wednesday. Democrats 
found solace in gains in both houses of 
the Congress. 

Bush staged a splashy, flag-waving 
return to Washington and said he 
hoped to nourish a “new era, rich with 
possibility and full of hope.” 

He went with Vice President-elect 
Dan Quayle to the White House to 
accept President Reagan’s congratu- 
lations and promise of a smooth tran- 
sition. 

Bush appoints Baker 

Bush made his first Cabinet ap- 
pointment with unusual swiftness, 
naming longtime confidant James A. 
Baker IIT his secretary of state. 

In addition, Bush appointed a slate 
of aides to guide the transition to 
power. 

“The people have spoken and the 
verdict was clear,” the nation’s duly- 
chosen leader said. Bush and Quayle 
will take office on Jan. 20. 


Democrat Michael Dukakis took his 
final bow on the 1988 campaign stage 
at a news conference in Boston. 

He congratulated Bush on his vic- 
tory, but said it was based in large 
measure on campaign “distortions.” 

Nonetheless, he said he was not re- 
sentful, but rather disappointed. 

“I gave it my best shot,” said the 
Massachusetts governor. 

Democrats keep majority 

On his first full day as president- 
elect, Bush paused to praise his rival. 
He said he would do his best to work 
with the new Democratic Congress. 
“TI don’t want us to talk at each other; I 
want us to talk to each other,” he said. 
Democrats hold sway in both houses 
of the new Congress, and by margins 
slightly larger than the past two 
years. 

With a close Florida race still unde- 
cided, Democrats could count on at 
least 55 seats in the new Senate, a 
gain of at least one. 

They strengthened their command 
of the House. 
Congressional gain 

Democrats had at least 259 seats — 
a gain of two from the old 100th Con- 


gress, with three races still to be de- 
cided. 

Nearly complete totals showed 
Bush receiving 54 percent of the pop- 
ular vote to 46 percent for Dukakis 
with the vice president winning by a 
margin of nearly 7 million ballots. 
Bush won 40 states and 426 electoral 
votes. 

Bush’s rival won 10 states and the 
District of Columbia, for 112 electoral 
votes. 

Bush takes time off 

Bush moved speedily to place his 
stamp on the government before fly- 
ing home to Washington aboard Air 
Force Two. 

On Thursday he begins a long 
weekend of fishing on the Florida At- 
lantic coast. 

In addition to Baker, Bush named 
Chief of Staff Craig Fuller and poll- 
ster and senior campaign adviser Bob 
Teeter as co-directors of the transi- 
tion. 

Bush discussed few specifics on pol- 
icy matters in a 80-minute question 
and answer session with reporters in 
Texas, although he said he would be 
“holding the line” on taxes.

Reservoir water shortage nears solution

Today an agreement may be signed 
that will end the month-long conflict 
over the amount of water allowed to 
flow down the Provo River. 

Rep. Wayne Owens, D-Utah, pre- 
sented a compromise solution at a 
meeting Wednesday of the Provo 
River Flows Committee to resolve 
the conflict over the amount of water 
released from Deer Creek Reservoir 
that flows down the Provo River. 

The committee was- created two 
weeks ago in an effort to reach agree- 
ment on the river level between those 
who sought to conserve as much wa- 
ter as possible in Deer Creek Reser- 
voir because of the drought and those 
wishing to maintain flows that pre- 
serve the river life, particularly the 
natural fishery. 

The proposed compromise is out- 
lined in a “Memorandum of Agree- 
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ment” that includes a measure to im- 
mediately lower the river below the 
100 cubic feet per second minimum 
guaranteed by law. 

The compromise would be a one- 
time reduction to no less than 85 cfs 
for the months of November through 
April. 

The Bureau of Reclamation an- 
nounced Nov. 1 it planned to elimi- 
nate the 100 cfs requirement alto- 
gether. The proposed compromise 
would keep the 100 cfs regulation but 
make this one-time exception. 


Under the proposal, representa- 
tives for sportsmen and conservation- 
ists would agree not to sue for viola- 
tions of the 100 cfs regulation. 

The proposed compromise ac- 
knowledges that the current crisis sit- 
uation is the result of not only 
drought, but missed opportunities for 
water conservation and cooperative 
water management by such organiza- 
tions as the water users associations. 

The proposal points out that in 
drought years “extraordinary cooper- 
ation” is needed among all water 


BYU research funding

BYU ranks low among major uni- 
versities in external research funding 
despite its recent increase in funding, 
according to statistics compiled by 
the BYU Office of Research Adminis- 
tration. 

John D. Lamb, BYU director of 
Research Administration, said BYU 
is nevertheless achieving its research 
goals. 

“We're not trying to compete with 
anybody,” he said. “We're trying to 
create an excellent research pro- 
gram. Our goal is to maintain a steady 
growth of research.” 

According to the statistics, BYU 
ranked 20th on a list of 28 universities 
across the nation. 

Some universities dwarfed BYU’s 
numbers, with dollar amounts in the 
hundreds of millions. 

External funds represent money 
for research coming into the univer- 
sity from federal, state and private 
sources. Statistics may vary from one 
survey to another, depending on the 
sources used to compile the numbers, 
Lamb said. 

In 1987 BYU received almost $17.5 
million in external funds, a significant 
increase from previous years. 

But two state universities in Utah 
received considerably more. The 
statistics show Utah State University 
receiving more than $50 million and 


the University of Utah receiving al- 
most $70 million. 

USU Vice President of Research 
Bartel Jensen said his university’s 
funding is well represented in all de- 
partments. 

“Nearly every major research pro- 
gram on campus is bringing in a fair 
amount of outside funds,” Jensen 
said. 

USU’s federal funding accounted 
for more than 90 percent of its total 
external funding, Jensen said. 

Most state universities receive the 
majority of their external funds from 


users to preserve the river environ- 
ment and provide adequate water 
supplies. Such cooperation did not oc- 
cur in the current drought, it said. 
The memorandum will become le- 
gally binding when signed by the sev- 
eral parties involved in the Provo 
River Flows Committee and public 
office holders; including Owens, Salt 
Lake City’s Mayor Palmer DePaulis, 
Provo’s Mayor Joseph Jenkins and 
Utah County Commissioner Malcolm 
Beck; sportsmen and conservation- 
ists and the water users associations.

BYU, on the 
other hand, relies heavily on private 
grants and contracts to make up the 
balance of its funding. 

Traditionally, BY U has been reluc- 
tant to accept federal funding because 
of its status as a private university, 
Lamb said. 

“It is not a severe impediment,” 
Lamb said. “But we try to maintain 
the position of being ‘careful.’ ” 

Only in recent years has the pursuit 
of research funding been emphasized 
at BYU as an important aspect of fac- 
ulty involvement, Lamb said.

Blacks, women take steps toward parity 


WASHINGTON — Blacks and women eked out slim gains in this year’s 
House races and held even in the Senate, but some supporters complained 
Wednesday that it would take centuries at that pace to achieve political parity. 

With blacks making up about 11 percent of the U.S. population and women 
accounting for more than half, just 5 percent of the 485 members of the new 
House will be black and about the same share will be women. 

The figures are even more lopsided in the 100-member Senate, which will 
remain all white for another two years and continue to include just two women. 

Blacks and women were at their high water marks of 22 and 23 members, 
respectively, in the expiring Congress. There will be one more black congress- 
man in the new House and at least one, possibly two, more women. 

Feminist leader Eleanor Smeal said America is “locking out women and 
blacks” with a political system weighted toward those already in office. 

“We've got to do something about the rules,” she said. “These are incumbent 
protection clubs the way the rules are working.” 

Jane Danowitz, executive director of the bipartisan Women’s Campaign 
Fund, said that despite incremental gains for female candidates, “it’s still not 
enough.” 

“ At the rate we’re going, it’s going it’s going to be 500 years until we achieve 
parity,” she said. “I don’t thing anybody want to wait that long.” 


Air Force grounds bombers after crash 


WASHINGTON — The Air Force on Wednesday grounded the nation’s 
fleet of B-1B long-range bombers for a precautionary safety inspection follow- 
ing a crash of one of the new planes in Texas. 

The Strategic Air Command, which is responsible for land-based nuclear 
bomber and missile forces, said the order to suspend flying was a “normal 
precaution” in the wake of a major accident. 

The flight suspension order will be followed within the next day or two by 
specific instructions to B-1B mechanics on what aircraft systems they must 
inspect, said Lt. Col. George H. Peck, a spokesman at SAC headquarters in 
Omaha, Neb. 

Those instructions will probably reflect the suspicions of the official board of 
inquiry that is investigating Tuesday’s crash of a B-1B near Dyess Air Force 
Base, Texas. 

Peck said he did not know which systems would be checked and would not 
speculate on the cause of the crash. 


Savannah River Plant reopening delayed 


WASHINGTON — An atomic reactor at the Savannah River Plant proba- 
bly will not restart at the end of December as scheduled, further delaying new 
supplies of critical nuclear weapons materials, says the top Energy Depart- 
ment safety official. 

_“My own view is that we have been making insufficient progress at the site 
to meet such a date,” said Richard W. Starostecki, acting assistant energy 
secretary for environment, safety and health. 
4 In the past few months, nuclear weapons production has ground to a virtual 

alt. 

Safety concerns shut down the three reactors at Savannah River near 
Aiken, S.C.; a contamination incident and related problems closed a building 
at the Rocky Flats Plant near Denver; and a strike shut down the Feed 
Materials Production Center in Fernald, near Cincinnati, Ohio.

The Savannah River reactors are the only facilities in the United States now - 


capable of producing plutonium and tritium. Plutonium supplies are plentiful, 
but the tritium shortage will cause problems, congressional and administra- 
tion sources have said. 


Former chief justice defends furloughs 


WASHINGTON — Former Chief Justice Warren Burger defended prison 
furloughs but waited to speak out on the issue until just hours before the 
election of fellow Republican George Bush, who had campaigned for months 
against a furlough program in his opponent’s home state. 

Burger, in a statement released to The Associated Press on Tuesday, 
contended that the furlough issue had become “very much garbled” during the 
presidential campaign. 

The campaign left a “general impression that furloughs are bad,” the former 
chief justice, who now chairs the Commission on the Bicentennial of the United 
States Constitution, said in a telephone interview. He said he doesn’t believe 
that either Bush or defeated Democrat Michael Dukakis actually opposes 
prison furloughs. 

“Unfortunately, the issue ‘of corrections is*nevér likely-to become ade- 
quately treated.in-any political campaign,” Burgerwrote. yin) ys 


State water plan draft adopted by Board 


OGDEN — The State Board of Water Resources, after two years of 
painstaking revisions, has adopted a draft of a statewide water plan and is 
preparing to submit it for public review. | 

The tentative plan will be presented to interested groups sometime in 
January, when the State Division of Water Resources will accept comments 
and recommendations. A final set of guidelines should be approved by sum- 
mer, said spokesman Ron Ollis. 

“The water plan is a set of general recommendations on water issues, 
including drinking and secondary water supplies, recreation, wildlife and 
industrial use, and drought and flood measures — a whole gamut of interests,” 
Ollis said. 

“It’s everything you ever wanted to know about water but were afraid to 
ask,” said Gene Bigler, river basin planner with the Division of Water Re- 
sources, who has worked on the plan with the committee. 

Ollis said he could not say what the recommendations are until the draft is 
printed because there are more corrections to be made. But he said they give 
direction on everything from the building of reservoirs to flood control.

Utah County uses computers | 


for faster ballot processing

Utah County election results were 
available to the public more rapidly 
because of a new system of processing 
ballots, a Utah county official said. 

Voting was done throughout the 
county with punch cards that can be 
read by computer, following the ex- 
ample of many of the larger counties 
in Utah, said Election Supervisor 
Vera Gates. Election ballots were for- 
merly tabulated by election volun- 
teers who counted the votes for each 
candidate. 

Votes are tabulated by the com- 
puter at a rate of 600 cards a minute, 
said Boyd Loveless, systems analyst 
programmer, on election night. 

“Tt’s just a regular punch card, and 
the numbers are read by the com- 
puter,” he said. 

“We're expecting over 70,000 
cards. If they all came in at one time it

would take about two and a half hours 
to read them all, but since they won’t 
all come in at once we expect to be 
here until midnight,” Loveless said. 
While pollsters found the process 
more efficient, some agreed that the 
process could still be improved upon. 
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“T think it was antiquated before it 
was even used,” said Rose Rowbury, 
regional agent for District 9. 

“In Washington, the booths are 
hooked directly to the computers,” 
said Rowbury. 

“They could hook the booths up to 
the computers electronically so that 
the votes go directly in to be counted. 
At least when we had the counters 
here we could keep the voters up- 
dated on how things were going.” 

There is less of a margin for error 
with the new system, she said. 

But some people have still told her 
that they are worried about dishon- 
esty in counting the ballots, Rowbury 
said.

Walter Eytan, Israel’s first direc- 


| tor-general of the Israeli Foreign 


Ministry, was a lecturer in German 
philosophy at Oxford University in 
1938. After a speech Tuesday at 
BYU, Eytan said the commemoration 
of Crystal Night in Israel has become 
a religious event in memory of the 
synagogues which were burned that 
night. 

The destruction of the synagogue 

was symbolic of the destruction of the 


' Jewish faith, said Eytan. 


The event was completely unbe- 
lievable, he said, as it demonstrated 
the “breakdown of civilization.” At 
the time, Germany was thought to be 
one of the most educated and civilized 


nations in the world. 


In England, no one could believe 
Hitler could “go off the rails” and in- 
stigate the well-planned pogrom, said 
Eytan. 

Tobler said with Crystal Night, 
“the Nazis came out fully into the 
open to show what their real attitude 
toward the Jews was. 

“Unlike the Holocaust, this was a 
public display. There was nobody that 
didn’t know it was going on,” said To- 
bler. 

The United States was the only 
country with an “enormous amount of 


public outery,” he said. However, the 
outcry did not result in any action. 

The pretext for the incident was 
the Nov. 7, 1938, shooting in Paris of 
German diplomat Ernst vom Rath by 
a Polish-Jewish student, Herschel 
Grynszpan. 

The news of the death reached 
Hitler in Munich. Minister of Propa- 
ganda Joseph Goebbels, after confer- 
ring with Hitler, gathered old storm 
troopers to have violent reprisals 
staged as “spontaneous demonstra- 
tions.” 

Within the same week, a collective 
fine of one billion marks was also 
levied on the Jewish community, said 
Tobler. 

Tobler said he interviewed a mis- 
sionary for The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints who was 
in Germany in 1938. On Crystal 
Night, the missionary looked out the 
window and could see the synagogue 
burning while the leaders of the town, 


including the mayor, the police chief | 


and the fire chief, stood and watched. 

The missionary later called the mis- 
sion office to report the event and was 
told that the violence had happened 
all over Germany. 

Kohl said Germany must learn from 
Crystal Night and all the experiences 
of World War II.

It is vital, as Dena Christiansen suggests, that 
we avail ourselves of the excellent addressments of 
our prophets on the subject of the origin of the 
human spirit and body.

ing relevant documents: 

—the entire 1909 document cited by Elder Packer, 

— the follow-up message related to that, in the 
April 1910 instructions to the Priesthood Quorums, 
suggesting various options for the origin of man’s 
body, 
— the April 1911 statement from Pres. Joseph F. 
Smith, wherein he reveals both personal sentiment 
and Church position, 


—the 1925 First Presidency statement referred to 


by Elder Packer, 

— the 1931 memo of the First Presidency to the 
other General Authorities, relating to substantive 
discussions ongoing at that time among the 
brethren and which were critical to the issue: 
whether death existed prior to the fall of Adam, and 
whether “pre-Adamic beings” had existed on earth, 
— entries from the journals of Apostle James E. 
Talmage and Pres. Heber J. Grant which relate to 
this issue, 

— the 1954 speech by Pres. J. Reuben Clark of the 
First Presidency, triggered by a similar situation, 
and titled “When are Church Leader’s Words Enti- 
tled to Claim of Scripture,” fromthe Church News , 
— three letters from 1957 and 1959 from Pres. 
David O. McKay’s office which relate to this mat- 
ter; one of which is the one referred to by Elder 
Packer, 

— Pres. Kimball’s most direct statement on the 
matter while President, 

—asummary of Pres. Benson’s statements relat- 
ing to the issue 

— the “I Have a Question” response to this topic 
from the Sept. 1987 Ensign, which was solicited 
and cleared for publication by the Ensign editorial 
board and others. 

When we have thoroughly digested the excellent 
counsel given by Elder Packer and in these rele- 
vant documents from our prophets and Church 
sources, we will be in far better position to consider 
the very interesting matters of human rights.

Dena Christiansen’s letter ques- 
tioning why an evolutionary explana- 
tion of the origin of the physical bod- 
ies of mankind is taught on campus I 
think reflects the attitudes of many 
students who listened to Elder 
Packer’s fireside address.

Cook brings home 
greatest number 
of third-party votes

Independent gubernatorial candi- 
date Merrill Cook grabbed more than 
80 percent of the votes Utahns cast 
for third-party candidates in Tues- 
day’s election. 

Election service officials in Salt 
Lake City said 15 third-party candi- 
dates were on the ballot in Utah for 
the presidency and the U.S. Senate 
and House, and state gubernatorial 
races. Cook received 136,117 of the 
164,693 total votes cast for third- 
party candidates in those races. 

Also on the gubernatorial slate was 
Libertarian candidate Kitty Burton 
with 1,640 votes, or 0.25 percent, and 
Arly Pederson of the American Party 
with 1,006 votes, or 0.15 percent. 

In the presidential race, seven 
third-party candidates were listed on 
the ballot along with the two major 
party candidates. Libertarian Party 
presidential candidate, Ron Paul, 
topped the list of third-party candi- 
dates for president with 7,389 votes, 
or 1.14 percent of the total vote. Del- 
mar Dennis, of the American Party, 
was second with 2,138, votes, or 0.33 
percent. He was followed by Lenore 

ulani of the New Alliance Party with 
456 votes, or 0.07 percent. 

Lyndon Larouche of the New Eco- 
nomic Recovery Party, received 420 
Utah votes, or 0.06 percent, while In- 
dependent candidate Louie 4G. 
Youngkeit of Provo got 362 votes, or 
0.05 percent. Socialist Worker’s 
Party standard bearer James Mac 
Warren received 209 votes, or 0.038, 
and Willa Kenoyer, candidate of the 
Socialist Party, garnered 123 votes, 
or 0.01 percent. 

Two third-party candidates ran in 
the Senate race. Robert J. Smith, 
candidate of the American Party, re- 
ceived 5,972 votes, or 0.93 percent, 
and William Arth of the Socialist 
Worker’s Party tallied 1,424 votes, or 
0.22 percent of the total vote. 

In the House race, Libertarian 
Michael Lee grabbed 2,992 votes, or 
1.53 percent of the votes in District 
Two. He ran against Republican 
Richard Snelgrove and incumbent 
Democratic winner Wayne Owens.
